Sheriff Wilson and Patrolman 
Boothe, who had been notified of 
the bank robbery at Mexico, were 
st the intersections of Highway 40 
and 63, when they saw the Ford 
coupe approaching from the east. 
They ordered the car to stop, and 
as it pulled up, a man jumped out, 
holding a revolver. 

Sheriff Wilson ordered the man 
» put down his revolver, and ap- 

oached him, intending to disarm 
hm. The man shot Wilson in the 
bead. As the Sheriff fell, a shot 
was fired at Boothe. Persons who 
saw the shooting from a near-by 
filling station believe the shot which 
felled Boothe was fired by a second 
man, who had remained in the car. 

More shots were fired at both 
men, and Wilson’s wounds were in 
the head, while Boothe’s were in 
the head and the chest. As far as

not have a chance to fire their 
Weapons. 

Though the car had come from 
the east, witnesses said it turned 
about and drove back in that direc- 
tion after the shooting. Two Deputy 
Sheriffs drove east on 40 in the 
hope of overtaking the fagitives, 
but returned without having sight- 
& them. 

In the bank robbery at Mexico, 
the three men took $1500. Two of 
the robbers entered the bank and 
crew revolvers and covered Charles

HORACE H. RACKHAM. DETROIT

Invested $5000 in Ford Stock in 
1903; Sold it itn 1919 
for $12,500,000.

DETROIT, June 14.—Horace H.' 


Rackham, 73 years old, Detroit 
multimillionaire who invested $5000 
in the Ford Motor Co. 30 years ago 
and sold the stock in 1919 for $12,- 
500,000, died last night following a 
long illness. 

Rackham was an attorney and a 
neighbor of the Fords in 1903. 
Henry Ford called on Rackham 
and his partner to draw up corpo- 
ration papers for the Ford Motor 
Co. Against the advice of friends, 
Rackham and his partner, John W. 
Anderson, each invested $5000 in 
the company. The original 50 
shares Rackham purchased were 
increased to 1000 by stock divi- 
dends.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—A di- 
rect showdown between President 
Roosevelt and the Senate on vete- 
rans’ relief was brought near a cli- 
max today, with the formal offer- 
ing in the Senate of a substitute 
for the revised House-Administra- 
tion compromise. 

The dispute over veterans’ pay- 
ments, contained in the independent 
offices appropriation bill, was the 
one big barrier to congressional 
adjournment. 

Accepting a perfecting amend- 
ment by Senator Byrnes (Dem.) 
South Carolina, to the House-Ad- 
ministration plan, to take care of 
Spanish-American War pensioners, 
the Senate then drove toward a 
vote on the substitute. : 

Senaters Steiwer (Rep.), Oregon, 
and Cutting (Rep.), New Mexico, 
called up for consideration their 
substitute, which is more liberal 
than the House proposal but con- 


sidered virtually certain to be ve- 
toed by President Roosevelt if 
passed by Congress. 
Would Sign Compromise.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt last night, almost 
immediately following its final en- 
actment by Congress, gave word 
to set the industrial control and 


public works act in motion within 
30 days. 

THe House approved the confer- 
ence report on the bill Saturday 
night and the Senate adopted it, 
late yesterday, 46 to 39, and the 
President, without waiting to get 
the bill in hand for signature, 
called in Cabinet advisers and Gen. 
Hugh Johnson, the designated di- 
rector of the act, explained in de- 
tail all plans made. 

The bill still needs last signa- 
tures so the President can affix 
his own name today. 

Appropriation Action. 

Remaining also to be completed 
by Congress is the accompanying 
record peace-time appropriation of 
$3,500,000,000, which will be raised 
by bond issues for a public con- 
struction program. This was 
passed by the Senate last night and 
returned to the House. The House 
today accepted Senate amendments 
but the Senate has yet to agree to 
the conference report. 

The measure carries the money 
for the public works program, ui- 
employment service, farm credit ad- 
ministration and to set up Federal 
suvings and loan associations and 
to insure bank deposits. As passed 
by the House, it contained $3,459,- 
480,908, which the Senate fincreased 
by $153,615,118 or to a total of $3,- 
613,096,026. Most of the increase 


lis accounted for by $150,000,000 


provided to insure bank deposits. 
What Bill Is Designed to Do. 
Construction work is designed to 
employ a million men, but the new 
governmental enterprise of super- 
vising business is designed to mas- 
ter overproduction by agreement, 
hold up price leve's, boost wages 
and curtail the working time of la- 
bor. Many industries already have 
submitted programs for such 
codes. To make them possible, the 
new law has reversed a genera- 
tion’s governmental attitude toward 
business, suspending the anti-trust 
laws which had sought to protect 
the public and “little man” against 
destruction from big business. 
Fotr Cabinet Members on Job. 
The President has assigned four 
members of his Cabinet to assist in 
the giant enterprise. Roper of Com- 
merce, Ickes of the Interior, Wal- 
lace of Agriculture, and Perkins of 
Labor, all will assist Johnson in his 
task 


Johnson has millions of dollars 
worth of public projects picked out 
for immediate calling of bids, and 
also has chosen an advisory board 
carefully balancing industry and 
labor to scrutinize and approve the 
iiaustrial codes and general direc- 
tion of the law’s administration. 

Construction to be undertaken 
goes in every direction: Besides the 
usual Federal buildings, highways, 
river and harbor improvements, 
room has been made for state, local 
and public-benefiting private expen- 
ditures ranging to slum eradication 
and similar developments. On top 
of that there is.to be work for ship- 
yards through construction of 32 
additional vessels for the navy, and 
more airplane building for the 
army. 

The organization which Johnson 
President Roose- 
velt has been carefully selected to 
balance labor and industry, with 
five drawn from each to compose 
an advisory board. Gerard Swope 
of General Electric, Walter C 
Teagle of Standard Oil, and Alfred 
P. Sloan of General Motors have 
been approached by Johnson to act 
as advisers representing industry, 
along with two other prominent 
manufacturers. Leo Wolman, as 
the personal selection of Secretary 
Frances Perkins, will be the spokes- 
man for the Labor Department; 
along with others speaking for la- 
bor.

LONDON, June 14.—Secretary of 
State Hull, chief of the United 
States delegation, called on the 
world economic conference here to- 
day to declare its opposition to “eco- 
nomic nationalism.” 

Hull said he advocated a broad 
program which would “steer a mid- 
dle course between extreme eco 
nomic internationalism and extreme 
economic nationalism.” 

First speaker at the afternoon 
session of the conference, Hull 
also called for stabilization of cur- 
rencies and declared that the 
American delegation was prepared 
to offer concrete suggestions look- 


ing to these ends. 
No Mention of War Debts. 
Listeners walted in vain for any 
reference to the war debts question. 
Despite the fact of its noninclusion 


in the conference agenda, it had | 


been raised by Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald of Great Britain and others 
with a demand for prompt reduc- 
tion as a contribution to the success 
of the conference. 

Hull’s speech was originally 
scheduled for yesterday. It was 
postponed and in the interim it was 
extensively revised. A belief spread 
here that that fact had a connec 
tion with the reply President Roose- 
velt is preparing to Great Britain's 
offer of a partial war debt pay- 
ment, 

a was the last of the “big 
five” to address the conference, 
France, Italy, Britain and Japan 
having preceded him because of 
delay in the preparation of his 
address. 

Hull was generously applauded 
when he concluded. 

Soviet Delegate Follows Hull. 

After Hull came Maxim Litvinoff, 
Soviet Commissar for Foreign Af- 
fairs, who is the unknown quan- 
tity of international] conferences. 

He was greeted with some ap- 
plause when he announced that for 
the first time in six years the Sov- 
iet Government had accepted an 
invitation to join an economic con- 
ference. 

Litvinoff declared that 60,000,000 
persons were eking out a starva- 
tion existence in the world, instead 
of 30,000,000 as generally believed 
and as MacDonald said in his 
speech opening the conference. 

Litvinoff asserted that” wage 
cuts, unemployment, bankruptcies 
and other signs of the depression 
were conspicuous only by their ab- 
sence in Russia. 

The world crisis, he continued, 
has not touched Russia, nor has 
Russia contributed to it or been 


today announced a payment to 
the United States of $10,000,000 


with a note indicating that this 
payment is to be considered “as 
an acknowledgment of the debf 
pending a final settlement. 

It has in its accompanying 
note pointed out circumstances 
that have induced it to take 
this action. 

Such payment does not, of 
course, in any sense prejudice 
the freedom of either govern- 
ment in any subsequent discus- 
sion of the entire debt question 
which will take account of this 
and other debt payments. 

I announced in November, 
1932, a policy to the effect that 
a debtor may at any time ap- 
proach a creditor with repre- 
sentations concerning the debt 
and to ask for readjustment of 
the debt or its terms of pay- 
ment. Under such circum- 
stances the debtor government 
makes such representations as 
it deems of importance with 
respect to the desirability of 
any readjustment in the terms 
already agreed upon. 

Previous Discussion. 

The’ British Government 
availed itself of this principle 
following the payment of the 
Dec. 15 payment and I had in- 
formal discussions concerning 
the debt with the British Am- 
bassador even before my inau- 
guration. 

On the occasion of the visit 
of the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain in April, further explo- 
ration of the subject was made 
by us and additional discus- 
sions were held by the experts 
of the two governments. 

“Time and _ circumstances 
would not permit any definitive 
conclusions in these discussions 
because at the moment both 
governments were vitally con- 
cerned in making preparation 
for the world monetary and 
economic conference in London. 

“It seems the part of fairness 
and wisdom to postpone formal 
representations on the debt sub- 
ject until later. 

“Meanwhile the world eco- 
nomic conference is beginning 
under favorable auspices and it 
is vitally necessary that during 
the opening days of the confer- 
ence difficult and possibly pro- 
tracted discussion of the debts 
be avoided. 

“In a spirit of co-operation I 
have as executive noted the rep- 
resentations of the British Gov- 
ernment with respect to the 


ment inasmuch as the payment 
made is accompanied by a clear 
acknowledgment of the debt 
itself. 

“In view of those representa- 
tions and of the payment I have 
no persona! hesitation in saying 
that I do not characterize the 
resultant situation as a default. 
Alteration Rests With Congress 

Beyond this the law and the 
Constitution do not permit me 
to go. The American public 
understands clearly that the 
settlement under which these 
debts are now being paid was 
made under the authority of 
Congress and that Congress 
alone has the right to alter the 
amount and method of pay- 
ment of this debt. 

Further than this, the Con- 
gress in December, 1931, is ap- 
proving the moratorium in 
June of that year, specifically 
set forth that the debt should 
not be canceled or reduced. 

Under my constitutional pow- 
er, and in accordance with the 
terms of the policy which I 
have set forth, I can entertain 
representations of the British 
Government concerning the en- 
tire debt settlement, and the 
British Government has re- 
quested that such opportunity 
be afforded. 

I have, therefore, suggested 
to them that such representa- 
tions be made in Washington 


‘ as soon as convenient. 


As a matter of information 
to the American public, I want 
to make it clear that the eco- 
nomic conference now being 
held in London does not include 
in its program any considera- 
tion of the debts owed by vari- 
ous governments to the United 
States. 

The American delegates have 
been instructed not to discuss 
debts with the representatives 
of any of the debtor govern- 
ments. 

This is in accordance with 
the further principle that I have 
felt important, that the debts 
be considered on their merits 
and separate from other inter- 
national economic questions. 

I have further informed the 
British Government that such 
representations and suggestions 
as may be made to me by the 
British representatives when 
they discuss the problem in 
Washington will be submitted 
to the Congress for information 
and consideration when the 
Congress next meets.

MOSCOW, June 14.—James Mat- 
tern announced at Khabarovsk, Si- 
beria, today that he would take off 
early tomorrow on a second attempt 
to fly nonstop to Alaska, next leg 
of his flight around the worid. 

Soviet mechanics have overhauled 
his plane thoroughly and he has re- 
ceived expert advice as to the best 
route across the Sea of Okhotsk. 
He was forced by bad weather to 
return to Khabarovsk yesterday 
eight hours after his first start for 
Nome. 

On his return, he had a long con- 
yersation with the Soviet aviator, 
Boris Lukht, who is considered in 
that area as the foremost authority 
on flying over the Sea of Okhotsk. 
Lukht advised Mattern to fly by 
way of Chumikan and the Bay of 
mdsk because it is the safest course 
at this time of the year. 

The American aviator, who has 
been delayed by bad weather, ma- 
chine trouble, sickness and wrong 
directions, landed the second time 
at Khabarovsk at 6:20 a. m. Mos- 
cow time Tuesday (10:20-p. m. 
Monday, Eastern standard time). 

At 10:15 p. m. Monday he left 
Khabarovsk the first time for the 
eetthhhh2500-mile flight to Nome. 

At that time he was nine days, 

; hours and 54 minutes out of 
New York, his starting point. 

His return to the Eastern Si- 
beria town was the third forced 
landing of his journey. The first 
was at Belovo, Siberia, and was due 
to a faulty gasoline line, and the 
‘scona was at Sofisk, when he lost 
his bearings on the way to Khaba- 
rovsk. 

Later advicee from Khabarovsk 
sid Mattern had encountered fog 
and ice conditions in the Tartar 
Gulf and these forced him to turn 
back to. Khabarovsk. His motor, 
the report added, was in good run- 
ting order.

Several clients of a firm that 
specialized in auditing and making 
income tax returns have protested 
to Collector Koeln, in. response to 
his notices to pay their taxes, that 


the auditing firm. 

An investigation by Koeln’s of- 
fice disclosed that the auditing 
firm, which had offices in a down- 
town building, went out of business 
last month and that the firm’s 
clients have been unabi<c to find 
the head of the firm or anyone 
connected with it since that time. 


Koeln has an unpaid State in- 
come tax claim totaling $2437.30 
against three members of the firm 
for the year 1929-33, inclusive, and 
the partners told him they gave 
checks to the auditing firm to pay 
their taxes. Koeln found that some 
of the checks given by members of 
this firm were used by the head 
of the auditing concern to pay real 
estate taxes of other persons. 

Another individual told Koeln 
that he gave the auditing firm his 
check for $867 to pay his State in- 
come taxes, but there is no record 
in the Collector’s office to show it 
has been paid. Members of a third 
firm complained they gave the au- 
diting concern two checks of $184 
and $91 to pay their Federal and 
State income taxes, but learned the 
taxes were not paid, although the 
Colletcor’s office received the 
checks in payment for real estate 
taxes of other persons. 

The auditing firm did bookkeep- 
ing as well as auditing for some of 
its clients, and in many instances 
the checks for taxes were made 
out to the auditing firm instead of 
to the Collector. Checks of this 
kind apparently were used by the 
auditing firm for purposes other 
than that for which they were 
written. ⸗

In De- 
cember that year, both have testi- 
fied, the directors, finding that the 
profits had been wiped out as the 
market crashed, declared that the 
payments were only advances, to 
be paid back out of the future fund 
earnings. 

As a result, none of the officers 
reported the payments in 1929 in- 
come tax returns, and Mitchell’s 
failure to do so is the basis of one 
of the charges on which he is now 
being: tried. : 

The Government contends that 
neither the officers nor the direc- 
tors ever regarded these “over-pay- 
ments” as actual debts. 

“Isn't it a fact,” Medalie asked 
Baker, “that you and Mr, Mitchell 
never consulted about the possibil- 
ity of paying back any of the 
money you received in the July 
management fund distribution?”

“I represent tens of ds of 
Jews,” answered Rabbi “who 
will not lay down their arms until 
there is a cancelation of that foul 
lie that Jews are not fit t. be citi- 
zens of the German Reich. Hitler 
says we are less than men. If we 
are, we will not, while we live, deal 
with Adolf Hitler.” 

The speech was filled with strong 
language and pungent terms. The 
men of the German Government he 
frequently termed “Sadistic para- 
noiacs” and “men who in any other 
country would be in. the walls of 

institution.” Quoting Hitler’s 
persecution decree, he answered, “I 
call that sub-human bestiality.” 

But pungent language fits the 
powerful voice and the huge frame 
of Rabbi Wise. He scorned the 
microphone and talked until he was 
hoarse. Handsome—he carefully 
turns his profile for every picture— 
and full of nervous energy, he is as 
active and enthusiastic today at 59 
as 35 years ago when he first be- 
came identified in Zionism. 

In the last three months he has 
given up all his other work to de- 
vote his time to protest against 
Hitler. Soon he will leave for 
Europe, but he will not go to Ger- 
many. “I would not if I could, and 
I could not if I would.” 

But in his tremendous seriousness 
for the present problem he has not 
lost his rugged humor. 

A large reception committee had 
been appointed to meet him yester- 
day on his arrival at Union Station.

WARNS AGAINST FAKE 
CHARITY SOLICITORS 


Speaker on Radio Tells of 
Frauds Being 
Worked. 


Solicitors for charity who have 
appropriatec high sounding mill- 
tary titles should be received with 
caution, Scott R. de Kins, secre 
tary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
warned last night in a radio talk. 
The Chamber’s Charities Bureau 
has joined with the Better Business 
Bureau in a campaign to curb the 
activities of those whom they de 
scribe as “charity filchers.” 

“Many of the originators of fraud- 
ulent agencies,” De Kins said, “com- 
mission ‘Generals,’ ‘Colonels’ and 
‘Captains’ in other cities with pre- 
tentious credentials purporting to 
give them authority to solicit for 
the so-called y, recruits, volun- 
teers or whatnot. 

“These gentlemen are empowered 
to employ additional solicitors to 
whom they pay 33 to 50 per cent 
commission on everything collected. 
Ten per cent must be forwarded to 
headquarters.” ' 

Such frauds, De Kins explained, 
usually are organized by a discard- 
ed worker for some legitimate 
agency, and the name adopted re- 
sembles that of an established and 
accepted agency. 

The promoters then open missions 
to give a cloak of respectability to 
their operations, De Kins said, and 
occasional baskets of food are dis 
tributed among the needy. 

He told of one agency, estab- 
lished here by a convincing young 
man from Philadelphia, which op- 
erated for one month before the 
promoter’s prison record was un- 
covered. He was arrested and it 
was found that of the $625 he had 


collected, $465 had gone for his/ 


own living expenses and the bal- 
ance remained in his personal bank 
account. A Workhouse sentence 
brought an end to his operations 
here. 

In another instance, De Kins 
said, a high pressure promoter in 
stalled a battery of telephones in 
Webster Groves and solicited con- 
tributions in the name of a char. 
itable agency. He got about $5000, 
of which $400, or 8 per cent, went 
to charity, the promoter retaining 
92 per cent. 

“Get the facts before you give,” 
De Kins urged, “When you are 
telephoned for a contribution to 
charity, if you do not know the 
solicitor cr the agency, it smacks 
of the professional promoter. Call 
the Better Business Bureau, CEn- 
tral 2835. When solicited for char- 
ity personally by a ‘captain’ or 
‘general,’ or any other solicitor, or 
by the organizer of a new charity, 
call the Charities Bureau of the 
Chamber of Commerce, CHestnut 
7565.”

NO. 4—THE VOLLEY.

The “volley” is hitting the ball 
before it touches the ground.

One generally goes to the net to 
vyoliey after one’s opponent has 
given him a short shot. As long 
as you keep your opponent deep in

racket forward into the ball with a 
short, blocking motion. 

Never take a full arm swing on™ 
the volley, unless it is high enough 
for an overhead smash. Hit your 
volleys either flatly or with bit 
of backspin. . 

Never pull up or top spin the vol- 
ley. As you execute the volley, try 
to make the face of the racket, 
move forward directly to meet the 
ball instead of swinging across the 
line of flight of the ball. 

Many players strike across the 
line of flight of the ball, lessening 
the chance of hitting your ‘volley 
squarely in the center of the racket. 

When volieying, stand sideways 
the same as in executing a stroke, 
As you hit your volley, the weight 
should always be on the front foot 
and your head should always pe as 
close to the point where the racket 
contacts the ball as possible. When 
you reach out for a volley with a 
straight arm, hitting the ball too 
far from your head, your accuracy 
is very much lessened. 

In waiting at the net for the vol- 
ley, 
comes on the right side of the body, 
turn sideways by bringing the left 
foot around in front. If it comes 
on the left side of the body, turn 
sideways by bringing the right foot 
in front. 

Everyone who destres to play a 
good game of tennis should learn 
the vpliey. This is particularly true 
of the business men and all people 
of middie age or older who seldom 
play singles but generally play the 
more sociable game of doubles. One 
cannot play a sound game of dou- 
bles unless he is able to volley.

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CONTRAST IN PUBLIC SERVICE. 

The Board of Supervisors of St. Clair County added 
nothing to its credit when it voted, 25 to 18, against 
appropriating $5000 to continue the grand jury in- 
vestigation into the tax graft scandal exposed in St. 
Clair County two months ago. No one will deny that 
county finances present difficult-problems and that 
not a cent should be voted without just cause. Noth- 
ing, however, could be more to the public interest in 
St. Clair County than a full and complete investiga- 
tion which stops only when the grand jury is satis- 
fied that it has run down every trail, no matter 
where it leads. 

At the present time, six men are under indictment, 
five of them for conspiring to fix assessments of 
corporations and individuals with a view to per- 
sonal gain. As the elected governmental body of St. 
Clair County, the Board of Supervisors should be 
doing everything possible to encourage the work that 
most certainly ought to be done. The board needs 
more members like Calvin Johnson of Belleville, who 
urged full support of the investigation. 

In contrast to the attitude of the majority of the 
Supervisors is that of the grand jury, which has 
voted to press the inguiry, funds or no funds. For 
this public-spirited decision, the members of the grand 
jury will have the gratitude of all those who want 
to see justice done—and that means most of the 
residents of St. Clair County and many outside. 


ARGENTINA DEMANDS AN EYE. 

This business of more money going out than com- 
ing in, with respect to trade with the United States, 
is beginning to pall on Argentina. In fat years or 
lean, it is the same story—the Argentines are on the 
little end of the exchange. In 1929, they bought 
$210,000,000 worth of goods from this country, and 
sold us only $117,000,000 worth. And last year, the 
figures had shrunk, but the disparity grew greater— 
$28,000,000 and $11,000,000, respectively. What could 
be done about it? Argentina now demands the Bib- 
lical swap of eye for eye and tooth for tooth. In 
official language, the order is: “All dollar drafts on 
the United States must be covered exclusively by the 
amounts of dollars obtained through the exportation 
of Argentine products to the United States.” 

This is not economic isolation on the part of Ar- 
gentina, but the next thing to it—a demand that 
trade with this country be on a dollar-for-dollar basis. 
Argentina produces wheat, beef, corn and flax, which 
this country can take in only limited amounts. for 
we ourselves are heavy producers in those lines. 
Argentina needs our automobiles, gasoline, typewrit- 
ers, electrical equipment and other machinery, for 
she herself does not produce them. The needs and 
capacities of the two countries would mean a normal 
balance of trade in the United States’ favor, which. 
would shift only when Argentina expanded her manv- 
facturing facilities or our population grew so greatly 
that importation of foodstuffs was necessary. Neither 
event is likely to occur soon, but Argentina demands 
50-50 reciprocity all the same.

Fort Leavenworth. He was there 
for three years and it was there 
that he took his last vacation. 
Often he tells Mrs. Spalding, “Wait 
until I get another assignment and 
then we'll take some time off for 
a real vacation.” But when the 
new assignment comes and fires 


him with enthusiasm, the vacation 


is forgotten. 
Career in World War. 

He left Leavenworth for Cincin- 
nati, Cincinnati for Louisville, 
Louisville to become instructor at 
Fort Meyer (Va.) training camp in 
1917. Transferred to Fort Lee, he 
trained the 305th Engineers of the 
Eightieth Division and took them 
to France. After a few months.in 
France he became chief engineer of 
the Fifth Army Corps, in charge of 
five divisions, and in October, 1918, 
he was made chief engineer of the 
First Army, then engaged in the 
Meuse-Argonne drive. 

It was an exacting post. There 
were bridges and roads to be built, 
lines of transportation to be kept 
open, supplies and ammunition to be 
moved forward, and delay was not 
to be countenanced. The job was 
done and less than two weeks after 
it was over and the Armistice 
signed, Col. Spalding was made 
chief engineer of the Third Army, 
the Army,of Occupation. 

He is said to have been the first 
American officer at Coblenz, ar- 
riving as the Germans were evac- 
uating. For several months he was 
busy preparing for the stay of the 
Army of Occupation and from Feb- 
ruary of 1919 until July he was dep- 
uty chief engineer of the A. E. F. 

For his services in the World 
War Col. Spalding received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal of the 
United States and was made a 
member of the French Legion of 
Honor and the Belgian Order of 
Leopold. 

After the war he spent four years 
as instructor in the Army War Col- 
lege in Washington. From there 
he went to Muscle Shoals to com- 
plete the great Wilson Dam which 
had been only 30 per cent finished 
when the war ended and was left 
as it stood. After two years he be- 
came district engineer at Louisville, 
where he completed the locks and 
dams that opened the Ohio River 
to traffic, and with that done, he 
came to St. Louis in 1929.

LONDON, April, 1933. 
ING GEORGE of England and 
K nis consort, Queen Mary, have 
achieved an unusual! distinction 
in this era—they have grown old 
gracefully. 

Their family has grown up, their 
youngest son, Prince George, now 
in his thirty-first year, has quitted 
the royal] roof for a bachelor apart- 
ment in his brother Wales’ palace 
of St. James's. The only son who 
has a permanent home now in 
Buckingham Palace is their third 
son, the Duke of Gloucester. As 
he is a keen soldier, most of his 
time is spent with his regiment 
and most of his leaves of absence 
are taken up with big game hunts 
in Africa. 

The loneliness of old age has 
thrown the royal couple more to 
gether than ever. In their young- 
er days the Queen had the rearing 
of her large family, the King his 
multifarious duties of state to keep 
him occupied, and it was only dur- 
ing their rare visits to Sandring- 
ham that the royal couple could in- 
dulge in that rare 'uxury of royalty 
—family life. 

Those intimate with the King 

know that Sandringham is his rea) 
and only home. 
There pomp is dispensed with; 
he is the country gentleman, who 
enjoys all the giories of English 
country life; his pleasant pheasant 
shooting, his jogging along the 
countryside on horseback, and the 
fulfilling of his. keen and profes- 
sional interest in farming. It must 
be remembered that the King is 
one of the leading breeders of prize 
cattle in the country. His stock is 
greatly in demand throughout the 
breeding establishments of the 
world. 


HEALTH 
Precludes Long State Visit 


With the advance of years the 
King now has more opportunities 
of living his own type of life. Most 
of the out-of-town functions are 
now handed over to his sons, while 
many of the duties the Queen had 
to perform are now most capably 
undertaken by her daughter, the 
Princess Royal, or her daughter- 
in-law, the Duchess of York; more 
often by the latter, who is nearer 


the throne than the King’s only \ 


daughter. 

The visits of their majesties t> 
the more forma] and stately pal- 
aces and castles are now cut down 
to the shortest possible duration. 
Custom, however, demands that 
they should visit Holyrood, in Scot- 
land, and Windsor Castle on the 
Thames. 

They are marvelous and pic- 
turesque, both of these royal for- 
tresses, but despite the installation 
of steam heat and elevators, they 
are draughty and comfortiess 
places to live in, especially to any- 
one of the King’s delicate health. 
So their visits to these historic 
piles are of the briefest duration, 
and if the wishes of the King's 
medical advisers were strictly fol- 
lowed they would be of even short- 
er duration, especially Windsor.

The revenue from the 
Privy Purse is now £470,000 a year. 
Of this £125,800 goes in salaries, 
£193,000 royal expenses, £20,000 on 
works such as keeping the many 
expensive royal palaces habitable; 


£13,000 goes to what is called the 


royal bounty—that is, various gifts 
and pensions—and £8000 unappro- 
priated.

Queen’s Dress Allowance 


During the “belt-tightening” era 
of two years ago the King surren- 
dered £50,000 to the national trea- 
sury, and as he declined to cut the 
salaries or expenses of his staff, 
most of this came from the, King’s 
private néeds. It swallowed the 
royal bounty and the unappropri- 
ated sum, and cut also a deep hole 
into the Queen's dress allowance. 


The most notable outcome of the 
King’s economic era is the absence 
of the state banquets, and also the 
absence of any lavish entertaining 
of visiting royalty. In the golden 
days of prosperity there often were 
20 or 30 state banquets a year. Then 
feasts of aldermanic proportions 
were served up on the priceless 
gold plate of Buckingham Palace 
or Windsor Castle. The royal ser- 
vants wore their full uniform of 


But for the moment those days 
are over. Visiting royalty now 
takes a suite of rooms at the Ritz

state banquets are no more. The 
magnificent banqueting hall is nev- 
er used. 

When the King entertains his 
own personal friends, it is in one 
of the smaller dining rooms. The 
royal servants are not bewigged or 
beplushed or gold-braided, but their 
more sober “No. 2” livery is worn. 
Neither is the meal of “Mansion 
House” proportions. It is a simple 
but well-cooked affair. Only the 
lightest of wines are served. The 
King’s favorite for the evening meal 
is a light Moselle or a hock, with 
perhaps a port or a Chateau 
Yquem with the dessert. 


Queen Mary, contrary to many 


beliefs, is not strictly tee-total. She 
likes sherry. Starting off with a 
sherry of the lighter and dry kind 
and finishing with what the wine 
merchant describes as a “fuller- 
bodied, more vinous” brand. Again 
to shatter a long-cherished delusion 
of the British puritans, the Queen 
likes a cigarette after her evening 
meal, but that is always taken in 
the seclusion of her own apart- 
ment. 


The King has very few really in- 
timate friends. Those closest to 
him are his old shipmates; his 
friends when his chance of ever 
wearing the crown of England was

George—as the King then was—was 
put through his early trials in sea- 
manship. Sir Henry is a typical 


in-waiting. But he is a first-class 
shot and his duties as groom-in- 
chief are not so onerous as to in- 
terfere with the outdoor pursuits 
which he shares with his royal mas- 
ter and friends.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

OES the receiving line at «a 

wedding reception include the 

bride’s mother and the groom’s 
mother and father? 
bride’s father acts in the same way 
that he would at any other party at 
which he was host? 
Answer: It does not make any 
great difference if the shape of 
the room is such that the bridal 
party would best stand so near the 
door that the parents stand at one 
end of the line. Usually the side 
farthest from the door of entrance 
is chosen for the bride and groom 
and the bride’s attendants. The 
mother of the bride receives at the 
door and the parents of the groom 
with her—if they are strangers. If 
they all live in the same town, the 
mother and father of the groom 
usually stand together somewhere 
beyond the bridal party, or what- 
ever they choose. The only defin- 
ite rules are that guests entering 
the room shall be “received” by the 
bride’s mother. And that in the 
bridal group the bride shall stand 
on the right of the groom and her 
maid of honor next to her.

|| monument fund. Each year the de- 


signs and colors shall be different. 
The first series is now being dis- 
tributed as follows: 1d plus %d red, 
will picture the Voortrekker wagon, 
which was designed and made by 
the father of the late President 
Steyn 10 years before the Great 
trek started, climbing a steep hill, 
Upon the 2d plus 1d purple, is por- 
trayed a Voortrekker man, this fig- 
ure taken from one of the four 
well-known figures grouped about 
the Kruger monument just outside 
of Pretoria Station; the 3d plus 
1%d blue, portrays a Voortrekker 
‘woman wearing a costume typical 
of that period. The stamps will be 
1-inch and 1\%-inch and it will be 
necessary to collect them in pairs, 
as they will be inscribed alternately 
in English and Afrikaans as is 
usual with this country. The use of
